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WORKING FOR A COMPACT 


CHICAGO MEN HOLD MEETING 





Representatives of Burglary Insurance 
Companies Endeavor to Form an 
Agreement for Cook County 





Representatives of eighteen com- 
panies doing burglary insurance busi- 
ness in Chicago met at the rooms of 
the Chicago board Tuesday afternoon 
for the purpose of organizing a local 
association. They did not succeed at 
this session, but will meet again in two 
weeks, in the meantime asking their 
companies for instructions. 

It may be stated as certain that 
salaried resident managers of the 
younger companies in the business in 
Chicago are not, as a rule, going into 
any compact in which they do not stand 
on an equal footing with the other 
offices. The American Fidelity will not 
be represented in any compact that may 
be formed. The Pacific Coast Casualty 
was not represented at Tuesday’s meet- 
ing, and it is said it will not enter an 
agreement. George A. Gilbert, of the 
Employers Liability, was present and 
expressed his views, but stated that 
under instruction from his company he 
could not enter a compact. The Em- 
ployers Liability does not belong to 
the company association in the east. 


Many Conflicting Interests. 


So many interests, many of them 
conflicting, have to be considered in 
dealing with the burglary insurance 
situation in Chicago that it is extremely 
difficult to get up any sort of an agree- 
ment which will be even reasonably sat- 
‘isfactory to all. There are twenty com- 
panies writing burglary insurance in 
Chicago. A few of them have been 
represented in the city for years and 
have a large volume of business, but 
most of them have their volume yet to 
get. There are also some old agencies 
which appear to regard newcomers as 
intruders, an air which does not make 
the forming of a compact any easier. 


General Agencies and Branch Offices 


Some companies are in charge of gen- 
eral agents, whose interests are in the 
direction of low commissions, so as to 
give them a fair overriding commission. 
On the other side are the companies in 
charge of resident managers, which 
have a fixed expense locally, aside from 
commissions, and which want a large 
volume over which to spread that ex- 
pense. Perhaps the most important 
division is into the two classes of fire 
offices and casualty offices, the former 
being those general agencies whose 
main business is fire insurance; the lat- 
ter, all the general agencies and branch 
offices which do only casualty and sure- 
ty business. 

The movement for a compact, which 
Was started several months ago, ap- 
Pears to have originated in one of the 
large general agencies attached to a fire 
Office. Those apparently most deeply 
interested in getting an organization 
ormed are for the most part old gen- 
tral agents, although a few resident 
Managers are also active in the move- 
ment. Among the smaller offices there 
8 some indifference, a willingness to

INTERPRET WISCONSIN LAW 


VIEW ON AGENT’S COMMISSION 
Attorney-General’s Opinion on Antire- 
bate Measure Will Tend to Pro- 
duce Many Complications 





The opinion of the attorney-general 
of Wisconsin interpreting the new anti 
rebate law is of great interest He 
holds that while licensed agents of the 
same company can divide commissions, 
licensed agents of different companies 
cannot do so nor can licensed agents 
divide commissions with nonresident 
agents or brokers on Wisconsin prop- 
erty. This hits brokerage on exchange 
business and also will have an effect 
on lines in Wisconsin placed through 
outside agents and brokers, who here- 
tofore have had a resident agent sign 
the policies, he accepting a brokerage. 
The attorney-general in reply to que- 
ries submitted by Commissioner Beedle 
says: 


Text of the Opinion 


This department is in receipt of your com 
munication wherein you call attention specific 
ally to sections 1976, as amended by chapters 
116-290, Laws of 1909; 1977, and 1948L, 
created by chapter 159, Laws of 1909, and sub 
mit the following questions for an opinion 

“Can a licensed agent divide his commissions 
with: (a) An agent of the same company 
licensed under section 1976; (b) An agent of 
any other company licensed under section 1976; 


(c) a resident of the state, not licensed for any 
company; (d) an agent or other person not 
licensed in this state.” 

In reply I submit the following: 

Subsection 1 of section 1976, as amended, 
reads as follows: “No person, officer, or broker, 
agent or subagent of any insurance corporation 
of any kind required to pay * * * any 
tax or license fee to the state shall act or aid 
in any manner in transacting the business of 
or with such corporation in placing risks or in 
collecting any premiums or assessments or 
effecting insurance therein, without first pro- 
curing from the insurance corporation a cer 
tificate of authority; nor shall any such person, 
officer, broker, agent or subagent, after such 
certificate shall have expired, or after revoca 
tion by the commissioner of insurance of such 
certificate or of the license of such corporation 
and until a new certificate or license shall have 
been issued to him, do or perform any such act 
for or in behalf of any insurance corporation.” 


An Agent Is Defined 


Section 1977 reads: “Every person or member 
of a firm or corporation who solicits insurance 
on behalf of any insurance corporation or per- 
son desiring insurance of any kind, or trans- 
mits an application for a policy of insurance, 
other than for himself, or from any such cor- 
poration, or who makes any contract or insur- 
ance, or collects any premium for insurance, 
or in any manner aids or assists in doing 
either, or in transacting business of like nature 
for any insurance corporation, or advertises 
to do any such thing, shall be held to be an 
agent of such corporation to all intents and 
purposes, unless it can be shown that he_re- 
ceives no compensation for such services. This 
section shall not apply to agents of licensed 
fraternal beneficiary societies, or mutual fire 
insurance companies of this state ryt those 
organized under sections 1896, 1897 and 1898.” 

Section 1943L reads: “No insurance company 
doing business in this state, other than a life 
insurance company, and no agent, officer, or 
employe thereof, shall offer to pay or allow, 
or offer or agree to pay or allow, as an in- 
ducement to any insurance, any rebate of the 
premium paid or payable under its policy, or 
any special favor, advantage, benefit, valuable 
consideration or inducement whatever not 
specified in its policy. Any person violating this 
section shall subject to subsections 4 
7 and 8 of section 19550 of the statutes.” 

In the light of these statutes, the question 
propounded by you are answered as follows: 

Answers the Inquiries 


(a) I can see no valid objection to a duly 
licensed and certified agent dividing his commis- 
sion with another duly licensed and certified 
agent of the same company. Such a division 
would, I believe, justify the inference that the 
commission had en earned by their joint 
labors. Each being duly licensed and certified 
may lawfully do all of the acts prohibited in

President Johnson Addresses Agents 

At the meeting this morning the Rev. 
Dr. S. C. Dickey of the Winona Lake 
Assembly made an address of welcome. 
The first business was the roll call and 
then President John W. Sage delivered 
his address. The audience then called 
upon President Johnson of the com- 
pany for a speech and in some pleasant 
extemporaneous remarks he thanked 
the agents for their work and spoke 
feelingly of his pleasure in meeting 
them at their annual outings. 

During President Johnson’s talk Mrs. 
Keiffer, wife of W. F. Keiffer of Find- 
lay, president of the Ohio association, 
entered the hall and on behalf of the 
Ohio guests presented a huge bouquet 
to the Indiana association as a mark of 
appreciation of their hospitality.

More About Failed Company 

Lima, Ohio, July 28—(Special)—The 
Farmers & Citizens Live Stock of this 
city, which was placed in a receiver's 
hands Monday, advertised a capital of 
$100,000, but the Ohio department gave 
it assets on Jan. 1 of $45,000 and cap- 
ital of $37,000. The company is widely 
represented throughout Ohio, having 
156 agencies with standard offices. 
Last year it wrote $20,000 premiums 
and sustained $5,000 losses. Some time 
ago Superintendent Lemert of Ohio 
ordered the company to suspend opera- 
tions pending an investigation. Its of- 
ficers were formerly with a mutual live 
stock company in Indiana which failed, 
and they then moved to Lima and 
started the Farmers & Citizens. In- 
teresting developments are expected 
as a result of Superintendent Lemert’s 
investigation. 





Late News From New York 


New York, July 28—(Special)—The 
attorney-general of Indiana was re- 
cently in New York trying to ascertain 
the salaries of managing fire under- 
writers. It is assumed that he desires 
the information for his contemplated 
suit. 

A representative of the Texas insur- 
ance department is in New York check- 
ing up the Texas business of companies 
to ascertain if premiums were reported 
properly for taxation. 

The board of directors of the Monon- 
gahela of Pittsburg has unanimously 
approved the plan to increase the cap- 
ital to $500,000, which will add $150,000 
to the net surplus. The board also ap- 
proved the contract of Whilden & Han- 
cock as managing underwriters. The 
company expects to extend its opera- 
tions so as to include Massachusetts, 
New York, Indiana and Missouri. 





Will Select a Secretary 

New York, July 28—(Special—The 
executive committee of the Burglary 
Underwriters Association will meet on 
Friday to select a permanent secretary 
for the organization. It is understood 
that an insurance journalist, formerly 
of New York but now of Philadelphia, 
has been agreed upon for the post. 





Goes With North American 
Milwaukee, July 28—(Special)—Dr. 
Richard C. Hughes, who recently re- 
signed as president of Ripon College 
at Ripon, Wis., has been appointed 
Wisconsin agency manager of the 

North American Life of Newark. 





Must Furnish Salary List 

Superintendent Hotchkiss of New 
York has issued orders to his examin- 
ers that in investigating insurance com- 
panies under his jurisdiction they shall 
hereafter include in their reports de- 
tailed statements of all salaries paid 
executive or relatively important of- 
ficers of such companies. This will 
result in such information being avail- 
able at all times to the public. 





MISCELLANEOUS NOTES 


Hugh Rankin has been appointed financial 
secretary to assist President Evans in handling 
the assets of the Continental and Fidelity. 

The Central Manufacturers Mutual of Van 
Wert in its semi-annual statement shows a sur- 
plus of $268,000, a gain of $48,000 since Jan. 1, 
1909. The company has applied for admission 
to Pennsylvania. 

F. M. Polhemous is under arrest in Nash- 
ville, Tenn., charged with soliciting insurance 
for a nonlicensed company. Mr. Polhemous was 
soliciting for the Individual Underwriters of 
New York, and had sold policies to several 
large insurers in Nashville. 


The attorney general of Ohio has rendered a 
decision to the state insurance department, hold- 
ing that the first mortgage bonds of electric 
railroads, on which the interest has not been de- 
faulted in three years, can be purchased and 
held as investments by insurance companies, 
under the provisions of the law regulating in- 
vestments in railroad securities. 

The superior court of Pennsylvania has ren- 
dered an important decision in the suit of the 
Shamokin Wagon Works against the Ohio Ger- 
man Fire, now in the hands of the receiver. 
The agent who issued the policy was also an 
officer and stockholder of the company insured, 
and the court holds that the agent cannot 
represent both buyer and seller.

Insurance Commissioner of Wisconsin 
Cannot Be Repaid for Expense 
of Company Examinations 





An interesting Situation is presented 
in Wisconsin. There are several com- 
panies awaiting admission to the state.

Under the law, an examination must be 
made before they are admitted. All 
moneys collected from any examina- 
tions must be turned over to the state : 
treasurer. The attorney-general holds | 
that the insurance commissioner can- 
not be repaid for expenses so incurred 
without legislative action. Attorney- 
General Gilbert renders the following | 
opinion after a few legal citations: | 


_The situation presented is that the commis- ! 
sioner of insurance is required to turn into the 
state treasury all moneys received for ex- 
penses and compensation for the examination 
of companies, but that there is no provision, so 
far as I have been able to ascertain, providin 
for the reimbursement of the expenses lenucsel 
and disbursed. I fail to be able to distinguish 
. the case from those hereinbefore referred to 
and am —- of the opinion that there 
is nO provision authorizing the auditing of such 
expenses, nor is there any way short of an 
appropriation by the legislature whereby the 
same can repaid. 

, The fact that there is no provision for audit- 
ing and paying out of the state treasury such 
expenses as may be incurred in the examina- 
tion of companies will not, in my opinion, re- 
lieve the commissioner of insurance from 
making such examinations. The duty of so 
doing Sway imposed upon him as one of 
the duties of his office. he fact that no 
provision is made for his expenses in so doing 
is immaterial. It is elementary that no matter 
how meritorious the services of a _ public 
officer may be, if no compensation for him is 
provided by statute, none can be recovered. 

Am. & Eng. Ency. of Law, Vol. 23, p. 390. 

This rule, in my judgment, applies to ex- 
penses as well as compensation. 

The statutes in question cannot be regarded 
as decreasing the compensation of the commis- 
sioner during his present term of office, within 
the provision of section 26, Art. IV, of the 
constitution. The term “compensation,” as used 
therein, means “compensation for the personal 
discharge of official duty,” and it has been

PIRE BOAT EXHIBITION 

The members of the Chicago Board, 
by the courtesy of Fire Chief Horan, 
took a trip Tuesday afternoon along 
the south branch of the Chicago river 
in the fire boats Graeme Stewart and 
Illinois to witness an exhibition espe- 
cially of the Stewart and Joseph Me- 
dill, both new boats. The run was 
made to Twenty-second and _ Fiske 
streets, at the Commonwealth Edison 
Company plant. The three boats gave 
a very successful exhibition, as did the 
private fire department of the Com- 
monwealth Edison Company in con- 
nection with its plants on both sides 
of the river. 

Lunch was served on the boats en 
route, and after the exhibition the un- 
derwriters were invited to go through 
the Commonwealth Edison plant. At 
the close of the tour of inspection 
lunch was served by the company in 





its hall, a pleasant surprise to the vis 
itors and highly appreciated. Vice 
President Ferguson of the Common- 
wealth Edison Company acted as chief 
host, and had a number of guides to 
give information. Fire Chief Horan 
had charge of the fire boat exhibition 
and received many compliments. For 
the benefit of the underwriters the fol- 
lowing information was conveyed: 

Fire boats “Graeme Stewart” and “Joseph 
Medill,” built 1908, designed by W. I. Babcock 
of New York City, built by the Manitowoc Dry 
Dock Company, Manitowoc, Wis., steel construc- 
tion, steam steering gear, duplicate machinery 
throughout. Length, 120 feet over all. Beam, 
28 feet; depth, 15 feet. Water draft, 9 feet 
6 inches. Hulls divided into six water-tight 
compartments and have spuds for locating boats 
in the center of the river; both boats equipped 
with searchlights. : 

Each boat has two centrifugal fire pumps, 
driven by a Curtis electric turbine (660 horse 
power), 28 inch suction and discharge, capable 
of delivering 12,000 gallons per minute at a 
pressure of 150 pounds per square inch, supply- 
ing one 4-inch stream, one 8Y%-inch stream and 
eight 2-inch streams; 8,000 feet of 34-inch hose 
with each boat. . 

Following boats comprise the fire department 
fleet: . 

“Stewart,” stationed at foot of Franklin street, 
capacity 12,000 gallons per minute. ; 

“Medill,” stationed at South Chicago, capacity 
12,000 gallons per minute. : 

“Tilinois,” stationed at Throop street, capacity 
9,000 gallons per minute. — nS 

“Conway,” stationed at South Chicago, capa- 
city 6,000 gallons per minute. 

“Sweenie,” stationed at Goose Island, capacity 
6,000 gallons per minute. a : 

“Chicago,” stationed at Deering, capacity 3,000 
gallons per minute. : . 

Chicago fire ee consists of 117 engine 
companies, including fire boats, 84 hook and 
ladders, 18 chemicals, 1,750 uniformed men. 

“Stewart” and “Medill” each equal about 
eighteen ordinary fire engines.

DRY POWDER CONTROVERSY 

The effort of the Liberty extin- 
guisher people to force a rate credit for 
the use of its equipment as noted in the 
onslaught on the Chicago Board seems 
to have failed. The board is not favor 
able to any credit for dry powder ex 
tinguishers. Not being able to get 
the credit, the Liberty people went at it 
another way. The son of Manager J. 
T. Hair of the Liberty applied for ad 
mission to the board as a broker, but 
he was turned down. Then it seems 
S. V. Storms became a broker. It 
later developed that he is on intimate 


terms with Mr. Hair. Mr. Storms 
placed a line with the Glens Falls 
agency, which was later cancelled, it 


being claimed that Mr. Hair had of- 
fered a ten per cent rate decrease if the 
property was equipped with the Lib- 
erty. Mr. Storms also placed a line 
with Oscar Stoffels, who also declared 
he was ignorant of any scheme con- 
necting the ten per cent reduction of- 
fered by the Liberty people. As the 
board authorities got after these two 
cases it is not thought the Liberty 
can get a pipe line into board offices. 
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Officials of the board believe that the 
Liberty figures it could put through 
its ten per cent guaranteed rate reduc- 
tion by rebating the brokerage and 
come out whole by profits on the sale 
of extinguishers. 

The Staff Fire Extinguisher Com- 
pany of Chicago has come into the dry 
powder field with a product, it is said, 
similar to and as effective as that of 
the Liberty and will sell tubes at 50 
cents each. This is an attempt to break 
down the Liberty’s price of $2.50 each. 
It is said the Staff people will do a 
mail order business and thus cut out 
the expense of salesmen.

OHIO AND WEST VIRGINIA 


CALIFORNIA CASE IS SETTLED 








Not Required to Pay Interest on Un- 
paid Taxes on Premiums 
Back in 1892 





Suit of the California to mandamus 
the Ohio superintendent of insurance 
to grant a license to operate in Ohio 
has been dismissed by Judge C. M. 
Rogers of the Common Pleas Court at 
Columbus. Dismissal was by agree- 
ment, and the way is thus cleared for 
the company to write business in the 
state without interference. The point 
at issue was the right of the state to 
collect interest on premium taxes due 
and unpaid. 

The company went out of business 
and re-insured its risks in 1892, but did 
not surrender its charter. Later it was 
reorganized under the old charter by 
new men. When it asked for an Ohio 
license it was confronted with a claim 
by the state for $1,023.69 taxes on two 
months’ premiums written in 1892. 
The company was willing to pay this, 
but demurred at paying 16 years’ in- 
terest on the same, under an opinion by 
the attorney general that the depart- 
ment could not accept the taxes with- 
out the interest. The company then 
brought a mandamus suit to compel 
issue of license, and, pending a decision, 
deposited checks for the taxes and in- 
terest and gave bond for court costs, 
whereupon license was issued, under 
which it has been operating several 
weeks. 

Then the attorney general handed 
down another opinion, holding that the 
state could not collect interest. Dis- 
missal of the suit by agreement and 
the return of the interest check fol- 
lowed.

No Solicitors Employed on Commis- 
sion—Hower Block Losses Ad- 
justed—Some Recent Changes 





Akron, Ohio, July 27—(Special Cor- 
respondence)—Agents in this city em- 
ploy no solicitors on a commission 
basis, as followed in the larger places. 
Although they do not receive the com- 
missions allowed in the excepted cities, 
they thus reserve to themselves the 
entire profits of the business instead of 
dividing with others. They believe 
they are making more money than if 
they had men scouring the streets all 
the time and are able to maintain bet- 
ter conditions than in any other way. 
Four of the large agencies are con- 
nected with building and loan associa- 
tions and have been for years. Much 
business comes in through these chan- 
nels and they are considered good ad- 
juncts. However, they do not absorb 
commissions and damage the business 
of those interested in them.

The new auto fire trucks for station 
No. 8 on East Miller avenue in the 
manufacturing district have been in- 
stalled at a cost of $8,500, and an 
aerial truck has been placed in station 
No. 5 on East Buchtel avenue.

Want August for Vacations—No Ac- 
tion on Representation Exclusively 
in or Out of Board 





Cleveland, Ohio, July 26—(Special 
Correspondence)—The agents here are 
making a concerted effort to bunch 
their business in July and September 
in order that August may be left as a 
vacation month, with little to do. This, 
it would seem, is a good plan and the 
results here will prove the wisdom of 
the idea. Usually business is very dull 
in August any way, and what there is 
can be looked after in July without 
much trouble.

MICHIGAN AND INDIANA 


LOOKING FOR A BIG MEETING 











Officers of Michigan Association of 
Local Agents Have Arranged 
a Hine Program 





Detroit, Mich. July. 27—(Special 
Correspondence)—The notices of the 
annual meeting of the Michigan As- 
sociation of Fire Insurance Agents are 
being sent out by the secretary: A 
very fine program has been arranged 
and it is expected this meeting will be 
the banner meeting of the associa- 
tion. Already some new applications 
for membership are coming in. Lan- 
sing agents will do something in the 
way of entertainment. A lunch and 
an auto ride will be a part of the pro- 
gram, though the meeting will have for 
its main purpose “business.” The of- 
ficers are doing everything in their 
power to get the members out and to 
add to the membership. Secretary 
Eldridge has begun his annual postal 
card campaign to stir up interest. 

The new building inspectors are 
about to start work under the new 
code. The local legislators seem 
much interested in the work. The new 
code is made up of all the good points 
taken from the codes of Chicago, 
Cleveland, and other cities and Detroit 
will no doubt have the best building 
code of any city of the country. The 
inspectors will have the right to con- 
demn any structure they may deem 
unsafe. All public buildings, including 
official buildings, schools, churches, 
factories, office buildings, apartments, 
hotels and theaters, will be inspected 
at least once a year. It will be neces- 
sary to have from eight to ten inspec- 
tors and they will be busy all the time. 
Limiting the height of the building is 
being discussed. There is plenty of 
room in Detroit and they think the 
modern skyscraper is not necessary. 
Eight stories look high enough to 
them. Inside and outside walls and 
partitions, plumbing, heating, fire es- 
capes, staircases, ventilating and drain- 
age of every building will be under 
their supervision. An effort to pre- 
vent the ,enormous fire loss will be 
made. The construction of buildings 
as nearly fireproof as possible will be 
encouraged. The people are being in- 
formed daily of the loss to the country 
incident to fire and all who are en- 
gaged in building as a business or as 
an investment are studying the matter 
of construction more than ever before. 
The new commission will have author- 
ity to force compliance with the new 
code. 

Agents are now writing their three 
year business for five years and at no 
advance in premium. It doesn’t look 
good to them, particularly when they 
are not getting any more business. 
The outside fellow is just as active as 
before and when it comes to getting 
business, if a shade is necessary in or- 
der to get it they shade. The Detroit 
Underwriters Club today is in bad 
shape. The members seem paralyzed. 
They had been hoping for a change 
under the new deal. Up to date it has 
not come. Of course, reforms are not 
completed in a day. Some of the more 
sanguine say “Wait awhile. Let us 
see if something good won’t show up 
soon.” the “don’t care” fellows say 
they are prepared for anything that 
may come up. The meeting of the 
club last week demonstrated in a man- 
ner the utter indifference of the ma- 
jority of the members as to the final 
outcome. An agent said to me a few 
days ago, “I guess we will have to 
cut the string and let things go. It 
will then be a case of the sur- 
vival of the fittest. I am_ get- 
ting tired. Perhaps in time the 
companies will call a halt and I 
don’t see any other way to clear the 
atmosphere.” So it goes. The larger

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the business the greater the loss. Of 
course, this was anticipated when the 
new rates were made, but the fellows 
who had the business did not antici- 
pate getting hit so hard. A few who 
had been making a specialty of dwell- 
ing house insurance, getting a net in- 
come from their business amounting 
to about $15 a day, see it cut down to 
$7.50 with no chance of improvement 
and no way of reducing expenses. This 
does not look good. It is a mighty 
sight easier to slide down hill than 
it is to climb up, so it is easier to cut 
rates than to raise. them. Another 
agent who has a fair business but 
does not depend upon insurance alone 
said to me, “I am paying more atten- 
tion to my other business and less to 
insurance.” This may solve the prob- 
lem. Agents may go out of business, 
yet a company losing an agent will get 
another, so all it will amount to will 
be educating another fellow how easy 
it is to lose time and money. We are 
advocating the necessity of making a 
strong state association, hoping it may 
have an influence on matters.

Michigan Has Three Bad Fires 


Within the last few days Michigan 
industries have suffered considerably 
on account of fires. Not only is the 
loss from fire over $150,000 in the ag- 
gregate, but over 500 employes have 
been thrown out of employment on that 
account.

Arousing Interest in Illinois—Sec- 
retary Putnam’s Letter 





Considerable disappointment was felt 
at the annual meeting of the Lllinois 
Local Agents Association last week 
over the indifference of the Springfield 
agents. There are more than forty 
agents in Springfield, but only two er 
three showed up at the meeting, not- 
withstanding the fact that Wednesday 
is a half-holiday in Springfield and the 
demands of their business could not 
have kept them away. It may be that 
the present condition of the associa- 
tion was some excuse, but it is such in- 
difference that makes it what it is. 

It is undeniable that the association 
is in a moribund condition. One agent, 
in conversation between sessions, sug- 
gested that the meeting donate the 
money on hand to the National asso- 
ciation and adjourn sine die. It is evi- 
dent something will have to be done 
if the association is to achieve any use- 
fulness. 

It was suggested outside of the meet- 
ings that the association ought to with- 
draw from the National association, re- 
duce the dues to a dollar a year, and 
raise a big membership among country 
agents. Such agents as wished to could 
join the national organization as indi- 
viduals, but it was declared that the 
three-dollar dues keep many agents out- 
side, while nearly every one, it was 
thought, would come in at one dollar 
a year. It would be the purpose of the 
state organization to work chiefly for 
legislation. With a large proportion 
of the ten thousand Illinois agents in 
the association they could, it was said, 
get any fair legislation they desired. 

One agent expressed himself in favor 
of a law limiting commissions to 10 
percent. This would drive out the par- 
asites and eliminate rebating. He de-

he most important issue now before us is 
that of traction and trust lines, and here again 
we have been able to effectively protect the in- 
terests of local agents against a very decided 
tendency threatening their welfare. I am 
Pleased to report to you that we have prac- 
tically completed arrangements for a confer- 
ence with the companies on this matter, at 
which time we hope to secure the adoption of 
recommendations which will be effective and 
lasting in their benefits to local agents. 

Illinois, the greatest of western states, should 

a leader in the association work. There are 
a number of Prosperous cities and towns in 
your state having well established local boards 
which should be affiliated with your state organi- 
zation and with .the National association. We 
Strongly recommend that you make efforts to 
cooure affiliation of the various local boards in 
this way, thus bringing your members into 
affiliation and giving the local boards the back- 
ing of the state and National association in the 
Maintenance of good local practices.

RULINGS MADE AS TO RIDERS 





Commissioner Hartigan of Minnesota 
Issues Circular Supplementary to 
His Former One as a Guide 





Commissioner Hartigan of Minne- 
sota issues the following official circu- 
lar supplementary to rider circular of 
May 1: 

This circular contains practically all of the 
rulings that have been made by this department 
on the subject of riders. he numbers used 
refer to the riders in official circular of May 1. 

No. 1. Permit for additional insurance. This 
optional form may be used on buildings: ‘Total 
concurrent insurance thereon is hereby per- 
mitted to an amount including this policy not 
exceeding said insurable value.” On _ st : 
“Additional concurrent insurance is hereby per- 
mitted,” may used. “ 

Attached to, ete (as per original form). 

The following permit may be used: “Per- 
mission is om granted for the use of elec- 
tricity for light, heat or power.” 

Attached to, etc. ‘ 

Note—Cross out “light,” “heat” or “power,” 
according to conditions. 

No. 9. Clear space lumber clause. In this 
clause insert the words “rate of” before the 
word “premium” in first line. ’ 

No. 10. Permit to operate at night. Time 
limit may be omitted at option of company. The 
hour to which operation is permitted may be 
stated. 

No. 18. Gasoline, naphtha and benzine per- 
mit. This form may used to cover storage 
for use of any other extra hazardous product 
or material by substituting for gasoline, naphtha 
or benzine the name of the product to be 
ered. Proper receptacle may be prescribed. 
all storage permits the amount of product may 
be fixed by the company. 

Clauses may be combined in a form, in which 
case the attaching clause need be used but once. 

hen one or more riders are combined in a 
form with the coinsurance clause the agent 
should sign the form in addition to his sig- 
nature to the coinsurance clause. 

When no extra premium is charged the words 
“In consideration of $—— extra premium” may 
be omitted. 

The insurable value of buildings must be 
stated. Use this form: “The insurable valu 
° is hereby stated to be $——.” 

No. 27. In this permit the word “Launch” 
may be substituted for the word “Automobile” 
when so desired. 

Cautions and notices following the blank 
spaces for agent’s signature in the riders are 
not required by law, but it is the desire of this 
department that they be used wherever possible. 
_ Statements of facts descriptive of property 
insured should be made as direct statements and 
not as being “understood and agreed.” 

_ Location of property insured, ownership or 
title and interests to be protected are questions 
of fact. When the facts are changed such 
change should be noted on the policy. This 
“es will not pass on such indorsements. 

any matters formerly covered by riders are 
really matters of description and should be cov- 
ered in the description of the property.

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PROBLEMS INNUMERABLE 


It is becoming a most serious question 
with insurance companies as to how to 
deal with the increasing, multiplying 
and divergent demands of the several 
states. The differences are becoming 
little less than bewildering. One state 
has its own special laws, its insurance 
department rulings and peculiar restric- 
tions. Every other state has its set of 
household rules. There is scarcely a 
semblance of uniformity. What is pro- 
hibited in one state is likely to be re- 
quired in another. These various state 
laws and restrictions have become a 
maze of intricacy. 

This system whereby states can regu- 
late the details of the business, is 
causing increasing labor and expense. 
State specialists, they might be called, 
are required to keep the companies 
from dodging the legal shoals and 
rocks. So many are the requirements, 
that exact knowledge is needed to keep 
a company from innocent violations, 

The only subject that need be dis- 
cussed is whether the onerous burdens 
are necessary for the better protection 
of policyholders. But few insurance 
men are so narrow as to declare that 
no regulating measures are needed. 
Most companies would require no re- 
strictions or but few as their sense of 
honor and justice is acute. Others will 
deliberately take advantage of an inno- 
cent policyholder. It is incumbent on a 
state to properly safeguard its citizens. 
The different states, however, have 
carried paternalism too far. They have 
attempted to govern by legal enactment 
more or less of the technical features of 
the business which should be left to 
company administration. They have 
left policyholders in many instances 
not so well protected as before. Legis- 
lators, not appreciating the practical 
operations of insurance, have injected 
into the statutes measures that hamper 
the natural and correct movements of 
the business. They have added to the 
operating expense without giving com- 
mensurate benefits, and this excess 
must be borne by the policyholders. 

The accident companies in object- 
ing to the proposed uniform provisions 
and prohibitions bill did not base their 
protest against it on the ground that 
uniformity was undesirable. On the 
contrary, such a law if it could be 
passed in every state without alteration 
would be eminently desired. But they 
knew that such a bill going before forty 
odd legislatures would come out a dif- 
ferent statute in every state and the 
result would only add to the present 
diversity. 

















FLOATER EXPERTS 


THE numerous fire companies that are 
permitted to do a marine business, now 


and other floater business that is 
grouped in this class, will need com- 
petent men to do the underwriting and 
also handle the field for this particular 
line. It is a specialty with its own 
problems. Here is an opening for 
young men of ambition who may find 
but few opportunities in other under- 
writing fields. This class of business 
is destined to develop with no slight 
rapidity. The demand for intelligent, 
competent, experienced men both by 
home and department offices, and by 
city local agencies, should inspire 
young men to train themselves to take 
up this work. 





SHOULD FAVOR REAL MUTUALS 

PRESIDENT FRELINGHUYSEN of the Mu- 
TUAL Benerit Lire very properly comes 
forward with a letter to State Senator 
Kean of New Jersey protesting against 
the corporation tax as applied to divi- 
dends in mutual life companies not or- 
ganized for profit. 

His example should be followed by 
the officials of other purely mutual 
companies, whose duty it is to guard 
the interests of the members. Presi- 
dent FRELINGHUYSEN says: 


“When one realizes that the entire 
benefit of such a mutual life insurance 
company—one incorporated but having 
no capital stock and paying no divi- 
dends or profits to the incorporators— 
goes to the policyholders, and such 
policyholders are to a very large ex- 
tent, holders of $1,000 of insurance, and 
to such an extent that the average poli- 
cy in this company is about $2,300, 
it will be seen that the law does not 
strike at aggregated capital, but at the 
life savings of the most modest means. 

“When such mutual life insurance 
companies are said to pay dividends 
you, of course, are aware that the so- 
called ‘dividends’ are merely a return 
to the policyholder of such premium 
charged or collected as has been found 
to be superfluous—to have been saved 
by the economy of the management of 
the company. To impose this tax 
means that the provision these modest 
people are making for their families 
when the insured is no longer able to 
provide for them is to be assessed 
annually 2 per cent, for such return 
premium. Dividends are arrived at in 
very much the same way as the bal- 
ance of income is reached by this pro- 
posed law on which the tax is so laid.” 

The exemption of mutual companies 


not organized for profit would have a 
salutary effect in these days of undue 
exploitation of new companies in which 
extravagant estimates of the “profits” 
that are to be made in the life insur- 
ance business are the rule. The spirit 
and the essence of life insurance seems 
in a fair way to be completely extin- 
guished by the high finance operators 
who are at present occupying the cen- 
ter of the stage. 





Now comes the Citizens Lire of 
Louisville with its announcement that 
it proposes to increase its capital to 
$10,000,000. A pretty burden to place 
in perpetuity on the policyholders of a 
young company. We very much fear 
that the legitimate southern and west- 
ern companies whose chief business it 
is to sell life insurance instead of stock 
will have a hard time of it building up 
on local sentiment if concerns like the 
CitTIzENs are to be given the right of way.

Ohio State Fire Marshal 
Tells of the Work Done 


Columbus, Ohio, July 21—To the 
Editor—I have read the editorial in 
your number of July 15 headed “Make 
Office More Effective,” in which you 
express the opinion that not sufficient 
attention is paid by the fire marshal’s 
offices to “reducing the physical haz- 
scientific and educational 





work. 
It is not my desire to enter into a 
discussion as to the proportion of the 
funds at the disposal of a department, 
which should be devoted to this pur- 
pose, but your statements in your ed- 
itorial concerning the Ohio office lead 
me to believe that you are not fully 
informed as to the amount of work 
done along this particular line. 
This office maintains a bulletin serv- 
ice, bulletins being issued once a month 
or oftener, dealing with common fire 
dangers and intended to educate the 
people to take precautions against 
them. The subjects treated are by no 
means limited to “parlor matches, fire 
crackers, etc.,’ but on the contrary 
embrace a large number and wide 
range of subjects. 
On the matter of dangers from 
lightning alone and protection from 
them by the use of lightning rods, this 
office sent out eleven bulletins during 
the two years of Mr. Creamer’s admin- 
istration. These bulletins are sent to 
about seven hundred newspapers in 
Ohio alone, and are published by prac- 
tically all of them in their entirety, 
while the total mailing list reaches two 
thousand. 

* . 

Recognizing the importance of ed- 
ucation on fire dangers and realizing 
that in youth such things are more 
readily abserbed, the department, in 
1908 session of the legislature, pre- 
pared and had passed a law providing 
for the compulsory instruction in fire 
dangers of all school pupils between 
the ages of six and fourteen. This 
was not to be such hap-hazard instruc- 
tion as a teacher might see fit to im- 
part, but the statute provided that a 
book should be prepared by the fire 
marshal from which the _ instruction 
should be given. A copy of this stat- 
ute is printed in the front of the book. 
Another volume of the work contain- 
ing sixteen more lessons, in addition 
to the one already in use will be suf- 
ficient to cover the entire school year. 
It has been prepared and is in process 
of binding. The whole matter being 
an experiment, we have not yet used 
a permanent binding. We hope that 
great things may result from this ed- 
ucational work. ; 

Personally I am much interested in 
the educational work of the department 
and shall give it as much attention as 





possible during my term of office.

SELLING EXTRA STOCK ISSUE 








Federal Life Will Soon Have $300,000 
Capital and a Comfortable Sur- 
plus Above That 





The Federal Life of Chicago is now 
selling its additional $150,000 stock at 
$250 a share, par being $100. This fig- 
ure was arrived at after securing the 
opinion of eminent actuarial authori- 
ties. President Hamilton is giving per- 
sonal attention to this work. The Fed- 
eral is now ten years old. It has passed 
through the trying ordeals of the new 
company. It has had its troubles and 
children’s diseases and gone through 
the crises of the experimental stage. 
It is now ready to reap the harvest. 

The Federal started with $150,000 
capital paid in at par. As there was no 
surplus, it became impaired at once, 
and its capital has been impaired ever 
since. With the new stock paid in the 
impairment will be wiped out and a 
comfortable surplus created. Its pro- 
tection now is adequate, but it was 
deemed best to create a surplus above 
capital. With the new stock and sur- 
plus, business will be pushed more vig- 
orously as a good agency plant has 
been established. President Hamilton 
figures that the company can begin 
paying dividends on its stock in a year 
or so out of actual earnings. 

As the new stockholders have not 
had to risk the hazard of early years 
and will so soon be paid dividends, 
the directors felt that $250 a share was 
an equitable price for the new issue. 
If the Federal desired to reinsure and 
liquidate, its present stockholders could 
realize about $175 a share. With a go- 
ing concern and the early rocky road 
in the rear, its stock is worth more. 

In all justice to President Hamilton 
it can be said that he has reared a mon- 
ument of honesty and square-dealing. 
He sacrificed his ambitions to save the 
company and its stockholders. In the 
most discouraging days, he has been 
the fountain of courage and wisdom. 
In all his transactions he has aimed 
only at justice. President Hamilton 
was forced to take active charge of the 
company and learn the business. He 
has made mistakes largely through ad- 
vice of selfish and incompetent men 
whom he once trusted, but he has 
emerged with credit and holds the con- 
fidence of his competitors. 





Strengthens Agency Department 


The Reliance Life has strengthened 
its agency organization by appointing 
two assistant general managers. 
Wilson, who has built up the Iowa 
agency, is named as one. Mr. Wilson 
entered the company’s service as an 
agent about three years ago, having 
been with the Equitable for several 
years.

His new 
position will place him in general 
charge of the company’s new organiza- 
tion work in the western states, Iowa, 
Nebraska, Missouri, Kansas, Okla- 
homa, Arkansas and Texas. 

E. G. McCormack of the Kentucky 
agency is named as the second man. 
Mr. McCormack has been in the life 
business about ten years. He began as 
a soliciting agent with the New York 
Life. He was made agency instructor 
and then agency director at Evansville, 
Ind. A little over a year ago he was 
placed in charge of the new organiza- 
tion work of the Reliance in Kentucky. 
In spite of the fact that the company 
had not then or ever had had an agent 
in the state, and in spite of a very se- 
vere illness which kept him in bed 





several months, he has already estab- 
lished an agency which bids fair to pay 
for a million of business in twelve 
months. Mr. McCormack will have 
general charge of the company’s new 
organization work in the central states 
and the south. 

To succeed Mr. McCormack as su- 
pervisor for Kentucky has the Reliance 
promoted J. F. Campbell from the field 
force. He is one of the most popular 
and: ablest insurance men in the state.

It is time that a light 
house were erected to warn others 
away from such rocky shores.”

REPORT MADE ON EQUITABLE 





Comment by Superintendent Hotch- 
kiss of New York Department— 
Has Both Praise and Criticism 





An examination of the Equitable Life 
of New York has just been completed 
by the New York insurance depart- 
ment. This is the first examination of 
the company by this department that 
has been made since the Armstrong in- 
vestigation. It has been going on since 
last October and deals with the condi- 
tion on Dec. 31, 1908. 

Superintendent Hotchkiss comments 
on the report of the examination in a 
letter to President Morton, which has 
been made public. While criticising 
the company to some extent, the super- 
intendent commends it on many feat- 
ures, particularly on the saving of 
$82,000 of the expense allowed by law 
for new business, and of $3,500,000 of 
the total expense allowed by law. The 
fact that the terminations from lapse, 
surrender and the like are only one- 
third the amount they were in 1905 is 
also favorably noted, with the sugges- 
tion both that the company has recov- 
ered from the effects of the investiga- 
tion and that it no longer indulges in 
high-pressure methods, which would 
put on its books much business of a 
temporary character. The letter also 
mentions the gain of $50,000,000 in as- 
sets in three years, and of $11,000,000 
in surplus. 

One of the criticisms is that the com- 
pany has discriminated among mem- 
bers of the free tontine class in regard 
to surrenders. The company, however, 
has adopted a rule that will result in 
equality for the future. Another was 
on the method of making collateral 
loans. The law requires life compa- 
nies to make such loans only through 
the board of directors, but the Equit- 
able has been making such loans 
through the president on the authority 
of a resolution by the board of direc- 
tors. Superintendent Hotchkiss says: 

“It has been stated that a strict com- 
pliance with this section will prevent 
life insurance companies from making 
loans of this character. I trust this is 
so. The less such companies attempt 
to perform the function of discount 
banks, the less likely a recurrence of 
conditions developed in recent years.

Poli- 
cyholders are urged to make themselves 
familiar with the contents of the little 
book, which is issued in ten languages. 
Where cases of tuberculosis exist poli- 
cyholders are asked to write to the 
company, in order that information 
may be forwarded to them concerning 
nearby sanitoria, tuberculosis hospitals, 
dispensaries, anti-tuberculosis associa- 
tions, etc. In addition agents will be 
notified to give such service as may 
lie in their power to help the unfortu- 
nate policyholders to gain admission on 
treatment in the proper institution. 


SENTIMENT FAVORS CHANGE 





General Agents of Northwestern Mut- 
ual Want Company to Leave Wis- 
consin Unless Taxes Are Reduced 





Something of a sensation was sprung 
when at the close of the regular ses- 
sions of the Association of Agents of 
the Northwestern Mutual Life last 
week in Milwaukee, a special meeting 
of the general agents division was 
called for the purpose of urging the re- 
moval of the home offices of the com- 
pany from Wisconsin. It was the gen- 
eral feeling at the meeting that there 
is a demand for the removal and that 
action should be forced if the legisla- 
ture does not reduce the taxes of the 
company and a resolution was adopted 
to that effect. : 

In commenting on the resolution, 
President Throop of the association 
said that there was no question but the 
burden of taxes on the company was 
too heavy and there ought to be a 
great reduction. The general agents, 
he said, met the proposition every- 
where and the action of the association 
was a reflection of the general feeling 
among men who came fom every state 
in the union. ‘ 

There is everywhere the prediction 
that while the matter was squelched 
before the general meeting of- agents, 
unless some relief is afforded the com- 
pany by the next legislature the sub- 
ject of removal will be forcibly urged 
on the officials of the company by the 
agents.

Edward S. Rappallo, the master in 
chancery to whom was referred the 
question of preference in payment of 
claims by the receivers of the Mutual 
Reserve Life, has reported his recom- 
mendations to the court. The report 
will be held 30 days to give interested 
parties opportunity to file exceptions, 
after which the court will decide the 
matter. The master recommends: 


1. Holders of checks on special funds, having 
like equities with the petitioner, Elizabeth A. 
Sharman, which checks were given by the com- 
pany in payment of death claims before the 
receivership began, but were not paid because 
of the appointment of receivers, will have such 
checks ultimately paid in full. 

2. A substantial sum will be paid on all the 
death claims under assessment policies, on ac- 
count of deaths occurring before the appoint- 
ment of receivers (Feb. 15, 1908), except in 
cases where legal defenses to the claims exist. 

3. Death claims under legal reserve policies, 
on account of deaths occurring before the re- 
ceivership, will be entitled also to share pro 
rata in the general assets of the company not 
otherwise disposed o 

4. Death dementia, whether under assess- 
ment or legal reserve policies, on account of 
deaths occurring since receivers were appointed, 
will be in the same attitude as living policy-

Receiver for Farmers & Citizens of 
Lima, Ohio, is Brought About by 
Replevin Proceedings 





The Farmers & Citizens Live Stock 
Insurance Company of Lima, Ohio, has 
been placed in the hands of M. L. 
Beeker as receiver. It develops that 
the company is involved to some extent 
in the affairs of the First National Bank 
of Tipton, Ind., whose assistant cashier 
disappeared a few days ago with all its 
available funds. The live stock com- 
pany was floated and owned by Tipton 
people, the cashier and assistant cashier 
of the bank being stockholders. The 
Farmers & Citizens Live Stock was 
incorporated in 1907, with an author- 
ized capital of $100,000, of which $27,020 
was paid in, and licensed March 1, 1908. 
The company did not make a report of 
business as of Dec. 31 last, but under 
repeated urgings made a report which 
the experts of the Ohio department 
were unable to interpret. An examiner 
was sent to Lima and managed to get 
the statement straightened out, but un- 
covered the fact that the secretary had 
taken the bonds which were the in- 
vestments of the company to his home 
in Michigan City, Ind., where ne was 
president of a similar concern of the 
same name which had gone into the 
hands of a receiver Jan. 9, 1908. Su- 
perintendent Lemert secured the return 
of the bonds to Ohio and their deposit 
in escrow in a Lima bank. The secre- 
tary thereupon resigned and returned 
to his home in Indiana. It now seems 
that these bonds had been hypothe- 
cated to the missing bank official. 

The First National Bank of Tipton, 
Ind., entered replevin proceedings for 
$40,000 in Cuyahoga county bonds, 
placed in escrow at Lima by the Farm- 
ers & Citizens Live Stock at the com- 
mand of Superintendent Lemert. The 
action forced a receivership for the 
company. 





Seeking Laundry Lines 
The Employers’ Liability Exchange 
of Galveston, Tex., organized on the 
interinsurance plan to write liability in- 
surance on laundries, is seeking busi- 
ness in the north. It was organized 
last February. Its manager is 
Trimble, who has some legal training 
and is a stockholder in three laundries. 
He also is interested in the Cotton 
Seed Oil Millers’ Accident Insurance 
Bureau, which writes liability for cot- 
ton seed oil mills, 





American Making Progress 

The American Liability Company of 
Cincinnati, which is being organized by 
Pitman, Tcusey & Brookfield, is mak- 
ing very fair progress, having secured 
quite a number of influential stock- 
holders in Cincinnati and throughout 
the state. A. P. Cornelius, an expe- 
rienced organizer, is in charge of the 
stock selling. The American will be 
the only liability company with home 
offices in Ohio. The plan is to operate 
in Ohio and a number. of adjoining 
states. The management is proceeding 
along conservative lines and is paying 
the minimum commission for the sale 
of stock. They state that the entire 
receipts from stock sales less commis- 
sion go into the company treasury and 
that there is no speculation in the stock 
on the part of those who are selling it. 
About one-half of the $300,000 capital 
has been sold. The shares are $10 
each and are being sold at 200 or $20 
each. A meeting of the organizers was 
held on Thursday of last week and 
the following directors decided upon:

HAVE NEW LIABILITY FORMS 





Pennsylvania Casualty and United 
States Casualty Put Out New 
Contracts August 1 





The Pennsylvania Casualty is issuing 
its August renewals of liability poli- 
cies on its new forms. Instead of hav- 
ing one form for all kinds of policies 
with riders for the different classes, the 
company now has a distinct form for 
each class. The forms have been re- 
constructed and brought up to date, 
certain clauses in the old ones which 
caused general agents much annoyance 
being eliminated. 

The United States Casualty has is- 
sued six new liability policies, effective 
for new business Aug. 1 and for re- 
newals Sept. 15. They are employers 
and public, contractors and contractors 
public, elevator and teams. Each pol- 
icy now contains the provisions that 
formerly had to be made by endorse- 
ment. 

The most important change is in the 
insuring clause, which in the employers 
form indemnifies “against loss arising 
or resulting from claims upon the as- 
sured for damages on account of bod- 
ily injuries incidentally suffered or al- 
leged to have been suffered while this 
policy is in force, including death result- 
ing at any time therefore, by any em- 
ploye or employes of the assured by 
reason of the operation of the trade or 
business described in the said schedule, 
and to defend the assured and pay ex- 
penses and costs.” 

In the contractors form the “law and 
ordinance” clause has been eliminated. 

The employers liability policy now 
covers salesmen, collectors or messen- 
gers wherever they may be employed. 
A new feature in the teams policy is 
coverage against loss where injury is 
caused by teams in any blacksmith shop 
or being taken to or from such shop. 
The new elevator policy covers against 
injuries caused by attachments, appli- 
ances or appurtenances in the elevator, 
in addition to the old coverage. 

All the forms provide for payment 
of costs and expenses by the company 
“whether the verdict is for or against 
the assured.” 


The General Accident revamped its 
liability policies a few weeks ago, mak- 
ing certain changes in the direction of 
clearness and liability.

IS EXAMINED BY NEW YORK 








Department Reports on Casualty Com- 
pany of America—Not Much 
Change in Annual Statement 





Following its custom of examining 
every home company whose stock con- 
trol or management changes, the New 
York department a few weeks ago ex- 
amined the Casualty Company of 
America and now has made public its 
report. The examiner found no oc- 
casion to make material changes in the 
Dec. 31 statement, except in the item 
of claim reserves, other than liability. 
Settlements made since Jan. 1 and 
correspondence on pending’ cases 
caused him to increase this reserve to 
$78,075, or $21,600 more than the com- 
pany had estimated it. This and other 
minor changes resulted in a decrease 
in the net surplus of about $23,000, 
making it $238,623. The liability loss 
reserve was left unchanged, pending 
the settlement by the department of 
the proper manner of treating losses 
under workmen’s collective policies in 
connection with claims under liability 
policies. 

The special liability reserve is $230,- 
126 under the New York rule and 
$439,779 under the Michigan rule. The 
examiner says the experience of the 
company and of other New York com- 
panies seems to suggest that the. Mich- 
igan rule is more nearly correct than 
is the New York rule. 

An interesting part of the report 
deals with the change in stock control 
and is as follows:

This difference amounts, however, to only about 
2 percent of the entire reserves carried by the 
company in its annual statement. 





ASKS THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL 





Iowa Auditor Seeks Ruling as to 
Whether Companies Can Write 
Automobile Liability 


So perplexing has become the situa- 
tion in Iowa relative to Auditor Bleak- 
ly’s recent ruling that companies can- 
not insure against automobile accidents 
under the employers’ liability act, that 
Mr. Bleakly has asked Attorney-Gen- 
eral Byers for a written opinion. It 
will be remembered that Mr. Bleakly 
held that for companies to insure 
against suits for damages growing out 
of automobile accidents would be to 
encourage careless chauffeurs. Hence 
he set his foot down. Immediately in- 
surance men from all directions gath- 
ered at the state house, wrote letters, 
sent telegrams and called the auditor 
up by phone. He has stood pat. It 
is expected that the attorney general’s 
decision will settle the question one 
way or the other. 

In the meantime the state depart- 
ment is enforcing the ruling absolute- 
ly. Last week it was represented to C. 
S. Byrkit, chief clerk in the insurance 
department, that a Des Moines agent 
was still writing that sort of insurance, 
ignoring the auditor’s holding. 
Byrkit wrote to the company and was 
informed that the agent had been in- 
structed to obey the auditor’s holding. 
Mr. Byrkit thereupon called up the 
agent by telephone, representing him- 
self to have a friend who had secured 
such insurance. Mr. Byrkit asked if 
he could take out some insurance. 

“Certainly,” replied the agent. 

“And will your company take it?” 

“Sure.” 

“Then kindly call at the state audi- 
tor’s office,” said Mr. Byrkit, who could 
hear the agent’s face fall at the other 
end of the line. 

That ended the business for that kind 
of risks, however. The attorney-gen- 
eral is expected to make his ruling 
within a few days. 





To Insure Bank Deposits 

President E. E. Ames has made for- 
mal application to Superintendent 
Barnes of Kansas for permission for 
the Bankers Deposit Guaranty & Sure- 
ty Company to transact business in 
Kansas. A new and important question 
arose and the matter was referred to 
the attorney-general for solution. The 
law is not clear as to how much of a 
company’s capital stock must be paid 
up. In this instance, while the com- 
pany is capitalized for $500,000, but 
$300,000 of its capital stock is paid up. 
This matter will keep the company 
from the coveted permission to do busi- 
ness in Kansas until it is passed on by 
the attorney-general. In case the re- 
port is adverse the company may be 
compelled to pay up its full capital 
stock. This company was formed to 
insure national bank deposits, following 
a passage of the state bank guaranty 
aw.

EXAMINE SURETY COMPANIES 





Nebraska Auditor Will Inspect Their 
Books to Get Information on 
Which to Base Rates 





In order to combat the rumored in- 
tention of the American Surety Com- 
pany to seek a writ of injunction re- 
straining the Nebraska board from 
putting into effect the maximum bond 
rates recently agreed upon, the state 
board, composed of Governor Shallen- 
berger, Attorney-General Thompson 
and Auditor Barton, last week in- 
structed Auditor Barton to go east or 
send agents east to the offices of the 
surety companies and examine their 
books with a view to determining the 
real profits and hazards of the busi- 
ness. 

The maximum rates decreed by the 
board were based upon the _ reports 
filed with the Nebraska department, 
which showed that bonding companies 
had made nearly a million dollars profit 
on Nebraska business in the last ten 
years. The auditor believes there is 
need, however, to go behind these re- 
ports and find out for his department 
the profits of the company as figured 
by accountants employed by the state. 

The rates fixed by the state board 
touched upon only a portion of the 
classes of bonds written. These rates 
were, moreover, only tentative and the 
board would, on proper showing, in- 
crease some of the rates reduced. As 
soon as further figures are obtained 
the board will meet again to fix rates 
on the remaining classes of bonds, 
continuing their adjustment until a 
state rate is fixed on every kind of 
bond written. 





IN CHICAGO SURETY OFFICES 





Title’s Chicago Office Will Execute 
Every Class of Bonds—Fidelity & 
Deposit’s Business 





Beginning August 1 the Chicago 
branch office of the Title Guaranty & 
Surety will execute all kinds of bonds, 
including fidelity, without reference to 
the home office. Fidelity investigations 
will be made from Chicago. This is 
the first instance in which the company 
has delegated power to any branch of- 
fice to execute fidelity bonds. 

Manager Harve G. Badgerow of the 
Chicago office has recently appointed 
as special agent Carson B. Fowler, who 
for some time was at the home office 
of the National Fidelity & Casualty of 
Omaha. Mr. Fowler is working in the 
eastern Wisconsin field. This gives the 
Chicago office two specials, the other 
being C. R. Blount, who is working in 
Illinois. Within the past six weeks 
thirty-two new agents have been ap- 
pointed who report to Chicago. 

The business of the Chicago office 
for the first six months of the year is 





more than double that of the same 
period in any previous year and it has 
not had a loss this year. 


Conkling, Price & Webb have done 
over $20,000 in premiums for the Fi- 
delity & Deposit during July. This is 
the best July the office has ever had. 
This month closes the first quarter of 
the second year the firm has had the 
agency of the Fidelity & Deposit. Dur- 
ing the quarter just closing the pre- 
mium income has been over $20,000 in 
excess of that for the same quarter last 
year. 

The Federal Union Surety is show- 
ing considerable gain over its last 
year’s business in Chicago, although it 
is not doing a large volume now. One 
of the officers who was expected in 
Chicago several weeks ago to take up 
with W. M. Umbdenstock & Co., the 
general agents, certain questions re- 
garding the powers of the agency, has 
been obliged to postpone his visit from 
time to time. This is a temporary 
handicap to the office, as its present 
powers are not as broad as those of 
most Chicago offices. 

The Bankers Surety continues to 
show great gains in Chicago, partly 
due, of course, to the fact that the 
company writes a large amount of con- 
tract business and the rates now are 
about double what they were this time 
last year. While no figures are being 
given out, it is altogether probable that 
at the end of the year the Illinois busi- 
ness will be found to have taken a long 
stride towards the $100,000 mark.

Eliminates Aeroplanes

whole or in part, directly or indirectly, 
from injury sustained while in a bal- 
loon, aeroplane or other vehicle or 
mechanical device for aerial naviga- 
tion, or in falling therefrom or there- 
with, or while preparing or supervising 
the preparation of any such vehicle or 
device for operation, ascension or de- 
scension, or while operating, handling 
or constructing any sueh vehicle or de- 
vice. 

The rider is accompanied by the fol- 
lowing instructions to agents: 

The hazard of operating or riding in aero- 
planes and flying machines is not insurable as 
an accident risk, and those insured with us 
indulging in this form of sport must be asked 
to carry their own risk by the execution of a 
special waiver, or surrender their policies. The 
same instruction applies to those who indulge 
frequently in ballooning. Please be governed 
accordingly, using the attached form of waiver, 
or terminate the insurance. é 

Concerning those who take one balloon trip, 
with no expectation of repeating the experi- 
ence, we will not require waiver for that trip, 
but if another one or more are to be made, the 
waiver must be executed, or the policy canceled.

The Royal Casualty of St. Louis has gotten 
out a monthly premium policy for business and 
professional men. 

The plate glass premium of the Pennsylvania 
Casualty for the first six months were $64,484 
gross, losses $21,000. The windstorms during 
April and May caused heavy losses.

They 
are said to be very attractive contracts.

t County clerles in Iowa are discovering that

clerk at a cost of 50 cents for each. Now fully 
two-thirds of these bonds are furnished by surety 
companies and the county clerk has nothing to 
say about them. In Polk county alone the loss 
to the county is some $200. 


Special Agent G. H. Morris of the Empire 
State Surety is getting a number of producing 
agencies established in southern Illinois. The 
part of the state outside of Cook county is 
expected to contribute considerable towards the 
company’s Illinois premium income this year. 


A special meeting of stockholders of the Aetna 
Indemnity has been called for Aug. 20 at Hart- 
ford, Conn., to yote on the proposition of in- 
creasing the capital stock $100,000. This was 
necessary because a quorum was not present 


at the first special meeting called for this pur- 
pose. 


O. W. Huncke, formerly of John McGillen 
& Co., of Chicago, already has had _ several 
offers from other surety companies since leaving 
the United Surety. He probably will make no 
new connection till the affairs of the old firm 
are settled. Meanwhile he is looking after 
his insurance brokerage business. 


A good many Indiana fire insurance men have 
had considerable to do recently in settling losses 
by lightning. The June and July storms in this 
state have been the most frequent and most de- 
structive for years. The wind and fire losses 
ran into the hundreds of thousands of dollars 
and covered practically every part of the state. 

The American Bonding, the American Surety, 
the Aetna Indemnity, the Title Guaranty & 
Surety, the United States and the s. 
Fidelity & Guaranty have withdrawn from Ne- 
vada because of the new surety deposit law, 
which went into effect July 1. This compels 
companies to deposit collateral equal to 5 per- 
cent of their liability on official business in the 
state, which requires a deposit larger than the 
premium income. The law applied the de- 
pository feature to court bonds only, but the 
Nevada insurance department has ruled that it 
applies to fidelity as well as judicial bonds.

go in provided that satisfactory conces- 
sions can be secured. 
Chief Questions Up 

The chief questions up are, uniform 
rates, uniform commissions, the num- 
ber of writing agencies each company 
may have and to some extent uniform 
policies and clauses. This last is, of 
course, a question for the companies, 
but some of the agents are satisfied that 
no lasting agreement can be formed 
unless the agents and managers can 
induce their companies to adopt uni- 
form policies and clauses for Cook 
county. As a rule, everybody wants 
uniform rates, but when the other ques- 
tions are taken up the unanimity ceases 
suddenly. 

At the present time the prevailing 
brokerage rate is 15 percent for mer- 
cantile and safe burglary and 20 per- 
cent for residence burglary to brokers 
and solicitors and 25 percent to class 1 
agents in the Chicago Board of Under- 
writers. It is claimed by some that 
regular fire agents are entitled to a dif- 
ferential as against brokers. The ten- 
dency of fire offices is said to be towards 
insisting upon their brokers turning in 
to them all the business they get, of 
whatever kind. It is held by some of 
the burglary insurance managers that 
when a fire agent takes a burglary ap- 
plication from his broker or solicitor, 
gets the policy, runs it through his 
books, pays for it and possibly does not 
collect from the broker for sixty or 
ninety days, he is entitled to 5 percent 
overriding commissions and the com- 
panies can well afford to pay it to him 
for relieving them of bookkeeping and 
carrying brokers’ accounts. 

Argument Against Differential 

On the other hand, it is pointed out 
that in New York a differential was 
made between brokers or agents of 
different classes and that finally com- 
panies had to put them all on an equal 
basis. Those who oppose a differential 
claim, in some instances, that class 1 
fire agents should not attempt to con- 
trol the casualty business of their brok- 
ers, but should allow them to place it 
where they please without question, and 
that business received directly from the 
broker is just as valuable to the com- 
pany as if it come through another mid- 
dlieman. Some of the managers of in- 
dependent offices have no desire to as- 
sist fire agents in controlling their brok- 
ers’ burglary insurance, as they believe 
it will then go largely to other fire 
offices as exchange business. 

Whatever the difference of opinion 
as to the propriety of a differential, 








there is a wide difference on the sub- 
ject of paying 25 percent for residence 
burglary business. Some of the casual- 
ty general agents do not want to pay 
that much, as it leaves them too small 
an overriding commission. The fire 
general agents are said to be opposed 
to it on the further ground that they 
can not afford to pay that amount and 
still give fire business in exchange for 
burglary business. Several of the bur- 
glary agencies are in very large fire 
offices which have much fire business 
to give out in exchange. They can 
trade it profitably for burglary busi- 
ness at 20 percent, but it is said that if 
they have to pay 25 percent for the 
burglary business they would better 
trade this fire business for other fire 
business which will help them make 
money on their contingent commission 
contracts. 
Think Advantage Is Sought 


The sentiment has been expressed by 
some of the managers of smaller bur- 
glary insurance offices that this whole 
move for a burglary compact is an ef- 
fort on the part of a few fire agencies 
which do burglary business to tie every- 
body up in an agreement and then use 
the exchange business net to haul the 
business to themselves through the 
other fire offices. It was this feeling 
which gave rise to suggestions for vari- 
ous concessions to the casualty offices 
to offset this advantage of exchange 
business. One manager thinks the cas- 
talty offices should have the privilege 
of paying 5 percent more commission 
than the fire offices pay. Another thinks 
the companies not represented by fire 
agents as general agents should have 
an advantage in being permitted to have 
more agencies downtown than those 
represented in fire offices have. Still 
another thinks that a 25 percent com- 
mission for class 1 fire agents should 
be fixed, which would take away the 
exchange business privileges the fire 
offices have. 

One thing which is standing in the 
way of an agreement is the attitude of 
certain old offices which now have ar- 
rangements which they want to con- 
tinue, while they are not ready to ac- 
cord to the younger offices the privi- 
lege of making similar arrangements. 
They assume that they are entitled to 
certain advantages by reason of priority 
in the field and the younger offices are 
not ready to concede this. 


Insist Upon Equality 


Although the general expression of 
opinion is strongly in favor of a local 
agreement, it does not extend to estab- 
lishing a compact in which some com- 
pany or agency is going to have an ad- 
vantage, and until a number of conces- 
sions are made there is little likelihood 
of an effective agreement. 

A suggestion which meets with the 
approval of a number of burglary in- 
surance men is that instead of trying 
to regulate the business at this time the 
representatives of the various com- 
panies bend their energies to increasing 
the volume of business in the city and 
leave these matters to take care of 
themselves. To this end it has been 
suggested that the representatives of 
the big companies endeavor to have 
them send special burglary insurance 
men to Chicago to stir things up. The 
American Bonding had such a man in 
the city for months recently, and 
the Empire State Surety has one at 
the present time. If other companies 
would do likewise and get a volume of 
business built up in some sense com- 
mensurate with the size and importance 
of the city, it is claimed it would then 
be time enough to take up these ques- 
tions of handling the business. A man 
who suggested this plan stated that 
out of about 3,200 insurance brokers in 
Chicago fewer than 300 really make a 
business of burglary insurance as they 
do of other lines. Another man says 
that it is almost disgraceful that the 
burglary premiums of Illinois amount- 
ed to only about $230,000 last year, and 
that they should be several times that 
amount.

NEWS OF FIRE PROTECTION 


CREDIT ON HEATING DEVICES 








What Are the Main Features to Keep 
in Mind to Improve a 
Risk 


The main features to be watched in 
heating devices in order to secure rate 
credits under the schedules are: 


(a) Fixed furnaces, including ranges of res- 
taurants and hotels, ovens, kettles, coffee and 
peanut roasters and other similar heating de- 
vices should be installed in the best possibie 
manner as follows: 

1, Floor to be earth or concrete, brick, tile or 
cement on iron I beams. 

2. Floor of wood, to be protected by sheet 
metal, covered by two courses of 4-inch hollow 
tile crossed with boiler iron on top, or by three 
courses of brick well laid in cement mortar, with 
middle course of brick work laid crosswise and 
on edge, and with ventilating spaces within or 
between the bricks of said middle course. Ven- 
tilating spaces should be open at ends to allow 
circulation of air. Floor protection should ex- 
tend at least four feet in front and two feet at 
sides of furnace. 

3. Cooling pans should be provided for all 
coffee and peanut roasters, should be constructed 
all of metal and with metal blow pipes attached 
to each. 

4. Restaurant and hotel ranges to be provided 
with metal hood, having outside ventilation 
pipe. Hood and ventilation pipe to have clear- 
ance or to be protected as specified for metal 
stacks from boilers of over 10 pounds pres- 
sure. Same should be kept free from grease 
and lint. These requirements do not apply to 
small ranges, where the accumulation of grease 
is insufficient to cause fire. 

5. For clearance of furnaces and pipes, see 
recommendations covering power boilers with 
over 10 pounds pressure without brick setting, 
and breeching or metal smoke pipe therefrom. 

(b) Dry rooms should be constructed and 
installed in the best possible manner as follows: 

Walls, partitions and ceilings should be 
constructed of noncombustible material, with 
approved iron door. Combustible floor should 
be protected by brick or, concrete. Ms ee 

2. Walls, floor, partitions and ceilings, if 
constructed of wood should be laid with Y%-inch 
asbestos paper covered with sheet metal, with 
door of same construction or metal. 

3. Heat should be by steam, hot water or hot 
air pipes, and combustible material should not 
come in contact with same. Inside heat devices 
such as stoves, furnaces, torches or open gas 
jets are dangerous and should not be used. 

4. Care should be used to keep dry room 
clean and free from inflammable material, dust 
and debris. 

(c) Small dry heat or caul boxes should be 
constructed all of metal, the bottom being com- 
posed of the steam pipes which furnish the heat 
and being at least 12 inches above floor. The 
material to be dried should not rest directly on 
steam pipes. 

(d) Forges should rest on metal protected 
floor and anvil should be similarly guarded. 
All forges should be properly hooded and should 
be provided with metal shields when close to 
woodwork or in rooms where combustible stock 
is found. 

(e) Hand or movable furnaces: 

1. Glue kettles, soldering iron heaters, press- 
ing iron heaters, also gas plates or crowns 
should rest upon 4-inch hollow tile, solidly 
bound together, or 4-inch vitrified asbestos, or 
upon stands of all metal construction with at 
least 8 inches clearance to woodwork below. 

2. Sad or tailor iron stands to be of metal, 
on legs at least 3 inches in height. 

3. Flexible or rubber tube connections are 
exceedingly dangerous and should not be per- 
mitted where it is possible to obtain direct gas 
pipe connections. Where flexible connections 
are necessary, valve should be placed at fixed 
pipe connection and not at device. 

(f) All hot air furnaces, not encased in brick, 
should have at least 4 inches of sand on top 
of casing, and where combustible material is 
not protected as stated below, should have a 
clearance of at least 18 inches at top and sides; 
all combustible ceilings within 18 inches to be 
protected either by at least %%-inch asbestos 
board or by hard plaster on metallic lath 
fastened to l-inch metal furring strips on ceiling 
or bottom of joists. All combustible material

(h) Ordinary coal, s or wood burning 
stoves, set on combustible floors, should rest 
on 5-inch iron legs and have sheet metal under- 
neath, the same to extend at least 18 inches 
in front and at sides. Protected metal shields 
should be placed around stoves where inflam- 
mable material can come in contact with same. 
In manufacturing risks and when requested in 
mercantile risks, floor underneath stoves should 
be protected with a course of brick laid flat, 
or its equivalent, extending at least 18 inches 
in front and at sides of stoves except when 
gas is used for fuel, and held in place by 
2x4’s on edge, crevices between bricks to be 
filled in by e sand or thin cement. 2 

(i) Chimneys resting on floors, beams, joists, 
posts or brackets, or those of tile, terra cotta, 
cement or brick on edge, can a | be made safe 
against fire when replaced by brick chimneys 
built from ground. . 2 

(j) Stove pipes through combustible partitions, 
windows, sige of buildings, floors, ceilings or 
roofs are ngerous and where not removed 
should be provided with a double metal thimble, 
having an air space around same of at least 
one inch, and extend at least 2 inches beyond 
each side of partition, or above and below ceil- 
ings or floors. : 

If open joisted or rafter construction, thim- 
bles to extend at least 2 inches below lower 
edge of same, and 2 inches above floor. — 

Under no conditions should stove pipes or 
tile flues pass through closets, attics, or con- 
cealed roof spaces. . 

The foregoing applies to pipes from stoves 
or furnaces using any kind of fuel. 

(k) Steam mains should not be wrapped 
with combustible material. Steam heating pipes 
should be protected by metal collar with at least 
¥%, inch air space where passing through par- 
titions, floors, shelving, etc. 

(1) Heating devices with open flame should 
not be permitted in rooms where woodworking, 
painting, japanning, finishing or upholstering is 
done, or highly inflammable materials, gasolene 
or other volatiles are handled. 





Sprinklers Stopped a Fire 


A recent blaze starting in the storage 
room, first floor, of the frame factory 
building of the Mueller & Slack Com- 
pany, furniture manufacturers, Grand 
Rapids, was completely extinguished 
by the automatic sprinkler system, 
which had been installed only two 
weeks. Fire started during the night, 
with probabilities that the entire plant 
would have been consumed were it 
not for the sprinklers. Six of the heads 
opened and by the time three of the 
fire companies had reached the factory 
the blaze was extinguished and the 
department had little to do except turn 
off the water. The total damage will 
not reach $500. 





Good Advice to Municipal League 


J. E. Florin, deputy state fire marshal 
of Wisconsin and attorney for the de- 
partment, gave an address at the recent 
convention of the Wisconsin Munici- 
pal League held at Marinette, Wis.

the case of other persons. This question is, 
therefore, answered in the affirmative. 

b) An agent duly licensed and certified to 
do business for one company may not do business 
for another for which he is not licensed with- 
out violating the provisions of the foregoing 
sections. No action could be successfully main- 
tained by the one agent against the other, 
under the circumstances stated, as the action 
would have its origin in an unlawful trans- 
action, and it therefore follows that a division 





: of commissions by such agents is not authorized. 


(c) The parties would occupy the same re- 
lation to those embraced under “‘b,” and the 
question is answered in the negative. The 
same reasoning applies to “d” and the ques- 
tion thereby submitted is also answered in the 
negative. 

Negative View Is Taken 


In_addition to the foregoing, you also submit 
the following question: 

“Can a resident of this state lawfully re- 
ceive any portion of a commission paid to a 
licensed agent: 

“(a) When such person holds a license for 
another company under Sec. 1976. 

“(b) When .such person holds no 
under Sec. 1976.” 

Both of these questions are answered in the 
negative on the supposition that the division 
would be for the doing by such persons of some 
one or more of the acts enumerated in section 
1977, which would constitute such persons 
agents. Not being duly licensed and certified, 
such acts would be in violation of the statutes 
and prohibited. 

This opinion is restricted to agents of com- 
panies included within said statute. As to 
others not embraced, no opinion is expressed 
at this time.

POINTERS 


FOR LOCAL AGENTS. 





Neare, Gibbs & Co., of Cincinnati, 
who make a specialty of automobile 
insurance advise THe WESTERN UN- 
DERWRITER that they write motor-cycle 
insurance in all their companies under 
the usual automobile floater form, but 
omitting the theft clause. The rate is 
the same as for automobiles, 2% per 
cent, but the minimum premium is $5. 
It was stated in the “Pointers” column 
recently that as far as known no com- 
panies write motor-cycle business. 

Platt, Yungman & Co., general 
agents for the automobile department 
of the North America at Philadelphia, 
also state that they write motor cycles 
under a special form of policy. 


A peculiar feature in connection with 
a recent fire is worthy of notice. The 
fire occurred in the timbers beneath the 
boilers, and between the timbers and the 
firebox is a 10-inch concrete floor. The 
heat from the boilers was sufficient to 
go through this concrete and set fire 
to the wood, which was only a few 
inches above high tide at some sea- 
sons was covered with water, and con- 
sequently always damp. The point to 
be brought out is that concrete is a 
good conductor of heat. 

In some instances where boilers rest 
on concrete floors it is the practice to 
adopt a method of water cooling. A 
coil of pipes imbedded in the cement, 
running parallel with the floor, carrying 
a constantly running stream of water, 
will do much to obviate the nossibility 
of any undue amount of heat passing 
through a concrete floor to supporting 
timbers. 

In the instance above cited, steel gir 
ders were substituted for the burned 
timbers.
